THE EAST END

The discovery, last Saturday, of the body of a 
murdered woman, in the same way as Mary 
Ann Nichols in Buck’s Row the last Friday of 
August, has once more plunged into total anxiety 
in the Whitechapel district. Indeed, numerous 
similarities have been found between both cases, 
given that the victim had her head almost severed 
from her body and was entirely disembowelled. 
This latest and fourth unexplained crime in this 
district surpasses all the others by its savagery. 

Several persons remanded in custody in the police 
stations of the district, before being released after 
the usual verifications were conducted. The police 
have no clues about the murderer and regret 
that they have no solid starting point for their 
investigation.

Sir Alfred Sipton, the renowned tea magnate, 
died yesterday evening at his house at Belgrave 
Place. Although he had been, lately, critically ill, 
Sir Alfred’s death is felt as shocking, as obviously 
it was not due to natural causes. The deceased 
leaves behind: a spouse, Cecilia, born Harbuck; a 
brother, Lester Sipton, of Aysgarth; and a sister, 
Mrs Agnes Thomson, of London. 

The story of this man’s extraordinary rise from 
modest origin is well known, just as everyone 
knows how much he is praised by all the poor he 
helped through his charities, and more specifically 
through the Salvation Army. 

As a child, Sipton was - he used to say - at least 
“rich of having parents at home who always 
provided him with guidance for the best”.

Sir Alfred, who was made Knight in 1878, was 
a great friend of the poor, more particularly in 
London where, thanks to his generosity, soup 
kitchens and refuges for the necessitous were 
created in the areas for the most underprivileged. 
He also generously donated to several hospitals. 

It is tomorrow that the body of Sir Alfred Sipton 
will be taken to his last home at the Kensal Green 
cemetary.
